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In  September  of  1992,  the 
Search  and  Rescue  group 
was  formed  under  the 
community  service  section 
of  school  activities.  The  25 
member  team  are  part  of  the 
Cowichan  Search  &  Rescue 
Society  and  follow  a  training 
program  outlined  by  the 
Justice  Institute  of  British 
Columbia  and  under  the 
guidance  of  the  Provincial 
Emergency  Program  (P.E.P.) 

The  basic  ground  search 
certification  covers: 
navigation,  rope-work,  care 
&  transportation  of 
casualties,  search 
formations,    sur\'ival    skills 


and  camp-craft.  In  addition, 
the  team  members  train  for 
First  Aid  certification  and  a 
Radio  Operator's  licence. 
Aspects  of  physical  training, 
leadership  skills  and  team 
bonding  are  a  vital  part  of 
the  training  program  and 
the  students  are  enjoying 
the  challenges  offered  by 
specialist  areas  such  as  cliff 
rescue. 

The  students  give  a 
minimum  of  four  hours  per 
week  to  the  course  and  last 
term  attended  three 
weekend  activities:  survival 
training,  and  evidence 
search,     and     cliff    rescue.

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A  Word  About  the  Editors 


Editing  a  school  yearbook  requires  vision,  and 
editing  the  yearbook  for  a  school  as  diverse 
and  as  busy  as  SLS  requires  a  highly 
developed  sense  of  peripheral  vision.
